CORONATION CONTINGENT 


Sir Frederick Borden Gives Details of 
the Organization of the 
Force 


Ottawa.—When the house met, in 
answer to Mr. Middleboro, Sir Fred- 
erick Borden made an _ interesting 
statement as to the principle upon 
which the coronation contingent from 
Canada will be selected and sent. Sir 
Frederick said that every regiment 
or unit in militia’ and permanent 
force of Canada would be represented 
in the contingent. 

Selection would be arrived at on a 
percentage basis. Preference would] 
be given to men not before on a sim- 
ilar trip, such as King Edward’s cor- 
onation, and who had seen active ser- 
vice. In the selection of junior offi- 
cers the question of regimental effici-| 
ency would be considered. 

In the case of ron-commissioned | 
officers and men these would have to 
fulfill several requirements. They | 
would have to be enrolled on active 
service rolls of permanent force or 
militia, they would have to have put 
in full training at camps of, 1908-09. 

In all 171 men would be taken in 
the contingent. So far this was com- 
pletely decided, and no _ others but 
those indicated had yet been talked 
of as going with the contingent.

TO ASSIST SETTLERS 


FREE SEED DISTRIBUTION TO 
NEEDY HOMESTEADERS 


The Department of the Interior Has 
Taken Important Action to Help 
Homesteaders in Alberta Who 
Suffered From the Drought of 
Last Season—Distribution of Seed 
Wheat and Oats to be Made. 


Calgary.—The Dominion — govern- 
ment will help out the homsteaders 
in the province this year who suffered 
as a result of the drought last sum- 
mer. Such information was learned 
from J. Bruce Walker, commissioner 
for immigration for Canada. 

“Owing to drought last year in the 
south, the crops were poor in some 
places. A great many new settlers 
who have been obliged to feed them- 
selves and provide for their stock, 
find a difficulty in getting seed for 
the coming year. In all cases where 
a homesteader is in financial diffi- 
culty, and when he is a homesteader 
on unpatented lands, the interior de- 
partment has decided to assist him 
by providing the necessary supply of 
wheat and oats. 

“This will only be given to home- 
steaders who have made entries prior 
to the first of July, 1910. The distri- 
bution of seed will take place in 
Southern Alberta, from such_ places 
as Warner, Coutts, Taber, Lethbridge, 
Winnifred, Bow Island, Burdett, Medi- 
cine Hat and Irvine. 

Continuing, Mr. Walker said: 

“Tt was originally intended — that 
this distribution should take place 
about Feb. 20, but owing to the suc- 
cession of severe snow storms in the 
provinee, and the consequent block- 
ing of the trails, the distribution has 
been deferred until March 14, when 
the necessary supply will be placed 
on ears at the places mentioned for 
distribution to those homesteaders 
whose applications have been receiv- 
ed and accepted. 

“The system of distribution will re- 
quire the homesteader to present at 
the point of distribution the authority 
sent to him by the commissioner of 
immigration at Winnipeg. On the 
presentation of this authority the 
grain will be handed over and the re- 
ceint for same taken, 

“No anplication for seed grain will 
be received at Winnipeg after the 
first of March.

When Ahab reached home and told 
Jezabel all that Elijab had done she 
was angry indeed and sent a mes- 
senger to him with a threat that she 
would have his life within twenty- 
four hours. Now comes the strange 
part of the story in the seemingly sad 
fact that the man of God who feared 
not Ahab nor all the prophets of Baal 
should flee for his life at the threat of 
this wicked woman when it seemed 
that he was needed so mich just at 
that time to lead the people back to 
the God who had answered by fire. 
By a look in the wrong direction he 
seemed to lose his hold on God. Like 
Peter, when he saw the wind boister- 
ous, he began to sin (Matt. xiv, 30). 
If we would be established we must 
always see the Lord alone and re- 
member if God be for us who can be 
against us. 

As he sat under a juniper tree far 
realized 


not worthy to live. The conflict was 
too severe, and he would fain be at 
rest. He was a man just as weak as 
any of us and strong only in the Lord. 
The Lord, who is always full of com- 


| passion, had not.dorsaken His weary 


and discouraged servant, and as he 
lay and slept one of those blessed 
ministering spirits. (Heb. i, 14) pre- 
pared something for him to eat and 
drink and awaked him that he might 
be refreshed with food as well as 
sleep. Again he slept, and again he 
was awaked to partake of more food, 
in the strength of which he went forty 
days and forty nights unto Horeb, 
the mount of God (verse 8). 

There he lodged in a cave, and the 
same Lord who cared for him at Che- 
rith and Zarephath must have cared 
for him at Horeb, but what were his 
meditations? Did he think of him to 
whom the Lord here appeared in the 
bush that burned, but was not con- 
sumed, and who here fasted forty 
days on two different occasions? Did 
he think of the thunders and light- 
nings and quaking of the mount at 
the giving of the law (Ex. iii and 
xix), and did he long for some mani- 
festation of God?, Could he forget the 
answers from heaven on Carmel so 
recently?) But many days or even 
weeks had passed since then, and he 
had not been in full fellowship. It 
is a sad thing to lose in any way or 
for any length of time the conscious 
fellowship with God which is our 
privilege. 

Well, in due time the word of the 
Lord came to him with the question, 
“What  doest thou here, Elijah?’’ 
183.) His answer each time 
was that he had been very jealous for 
the Lord God of hosts and that he 
was the only prophet left and they 
were seeking his life (verses 10, 14). 

After his first reply he was told to 
go forth and stand upon the mount 
before the Lord.

measure from poisonous fvods, but 
they do not prevent us from manufac- 
turing “toxins” or poisons in our own 
systems by our habits of eating. 


It will be many long years before | 


the last word bas been said on dietet- 
ics, the vegetarians, nuturians, fruita 
rians, long chewers and sbort chewers 


to the contrary notwithstanding. Nev- 
ertheless a few general principles to 
which the everyduy man may hold 


fast are pretty well established. 


In trying to feed rationally it is well, | 


as in other lines of effort, to 
some ideal or standard, und so before 
considering the relutive value of foods 
it is necessary to have a detinite idea 
of what really constitutes a food. A 
food may be defined as a substance 
that— 

First.—Is digestible and nonpoison- 
ous. 

Second.—Furnishes energy or build- 
ing material to the body. 


Varieties of Food. 

Foods are divided chemically into 
two great classes, nitrogenous and 
non-nitrogenous,

) less meat was taken. The saliva goes 
not digest meat. On the contrary by 
prolonged chewing ment tp thorone bly 
saturated with the alkaline secretion 
of the mouth, which would appear to 
| tender it less digestible in the stom- 
| ach, where digestion can only operate 
in an acid medium, A good plan to 
follow is to chew cereals, vegetables, 
| bread, potatoes, pastry and all starchy 
foods until they disappear down the 
gullet. This requires ho mental effort, 
and the best possible results will fol- 
low. Food eaten in this fashion is 
more pleasing to the palate, and that 
itself is stimulating to all the digestive 
| functions. 


Stomach Digestion. 

The stomach enzyme is “pepsin,” 
which converts proteids into soluble 
substances called peptones, The diges- 
| tion of starchy foods is checked in the 
stomach by the hydrochloric acid of 
the gastric juice, but the starch diges- 
\ tion is resumed in the small intestine. 


Intestinal Digestion. 
Here it is acted upon by several 
enzymes, which complete starch diges- 
tion and also convert ordinary cane 
sugar into grape sugar. 

Proteid digestion also proceeds in 
the intestines, and fats are digested 
and emulsified so that they can be ab- 
sorbed. 

As previously stated, all these food 
elements are required either for en- 
ergy, building material, sterage or to 
carry on the chemical and physical 
exchanges in the tissues. During these 
processes the food eleinents are broken 
up and many of them literally burned 
or oxidized, just as a cnndle burns, 
with the formation of carbon dioxide 
and water. 

A great deal of scientific experiment 
is being conducted to accurately deter- 
mine the most satisfactory dietary for 
man, The subject is too complex to be 
minutely discussed in this paper, and 
such discussion would only confuse 
without benefiting the average man. 
We may trust science to solve this 
‘problem as ir has solved others and 
in the meantime enjoy our meals with- 
out worrying about them so long as we 
avoid some of the more prominent 
; dietetic errors. 


Diet Hints. 

First as to meat consumption: Meat 
is not a poison. There ts no need to 
‘shudder every time you indulge in a 
| heefsteak. On the other hand, it is 
| known to contain certain substances, 
extractives which if taken in excess 
| may throw an extra burden on the 
| kidneys and which seem to have some 
| influence in causing a gouty condition 
| Meat is palatable and easy to pre 
pare; consequently there is a tendency 
to overindulge in it. 
grounded belief among medical men 
that meat once a Gay is sufficient, es- 
| pecially during middle life and old age 
| Where gout, rheumatism or kidney 
trouble exists meat should be spar 
ingly taken, In such conditions light 
meats are less barmful and boiled 
meats better than ronsted or broiled 
Fried meat is a dietetic atrocity, even 
for the strongest stomach. 


Value of Vegetable Diet. 

Many vegetables are rich in proteids 
and from a chemical standpoint quite 
as nutritious as meut. But here is 
where the rub comes in—a food must 
be digestible or its proteid contents 
are valueless “Boston baked beans” 
are rich in proteids, but a steady diet 
of that delectuble dainty would be a 
severe test for sume stomachs, 

Vegetables us a class couatain a great 

deal of cellulose and fiber which cun- 
bot be digested ‘This serves a useful 
purpose, as it stimulates the action of 
(be intestines. By increasing the pro- 
portion of vegetubles in the diet as 
middle age approaches and the vital 
activities begin tu slow down the pro- 
teid elements ip the fuod are reduced 
und there is less burden laid upon 
kidneys and arteries. 
Fats and sugar are energy producers 
| and very valuable fouds for this pur- 
pose. Taken in excess, bowever, they 
interfere with digestion and may prove 
especially barmful in obesity, gout, 
rheumatism and kidney trouble. 

Sugar is likely to cause acid dyspep- 
sia if taken too freely and ip concen- 
trated form. 

Fat retards the secretion of gastric 
juice. Greasy fried fouds are for this 
reason objectionable. 

Alcobol produces energy, but at a 
high cost. It may he excluded from 
consideration as a food, since it is in- 
jurious to the body cella. 


The Measure of Food Energy.
